Since 1913 MeGill has shown that 
her Track nnd Field representatives 
lead the way for her sister Universi- 
ties to follow— all credit to the teams 
that have made this possible and all 
honour to those men who are now re- 
turning victorious, proud In the know- 
ledge thnt they have aided their Uni- 
versity to climb one step higher In 
the realm of clean and manly Sport.

French Athletes Lose to Eng- 
land and Sweden 



Successive defeats of French .ith- 
letes hy teams from England and 
Sweden in the course of dual meets 
held recently in Paris, have caused 
much concern among French Olympic 
officials as to the probable chances 
of success of the French representa- 
tives at the Olympic games next 
year. 

England nearly doubled the score 
of the French, while Sweden won by 
the comfortable margin of 102 points 
to TE. 

Such is the concern that the French 
Olympic committee is seriously con- 
sidering the employment of profes- 
sional trainers from other countries 
to prepare their Olympic athletes. 
James Duncan, holder of the world's 
discus-throwing record and W. H. 
"Sparrow" Robertson, one of the 
greatest American authorities on foot 
running, have been approached by the 
committee with a view of Interesting 
them in the proposition. It Is a ques- 
tion of dollars and cents with these 
two Americans, however, and al- 
though their demands are relatively 
modest, the franc is rather low just 
at present. 

Frantz-Reichel. general secretary of 
the committee, writing in "L'Avenir" 
syy*: "The English and the Swedes 
have defeated us. The best athletes 
won. Their excellent condition and 
the superiority ot their technique and 
style are the causes of their legiti- 
mate success. We, in Krance, also 
have talent of great intrinsic quality, 
but our weakness lies In its develop- 
ment. We must, get experienced |>ro- 
foKsiona.1 trainers who. properly paid 
would devote their entire time to the 
study and teaching of the methods 
which, adopted in America. Kn^lund, 
Finland, ond the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, have made those nations su- 
preme In the athetotic field." 

In the recent Franco-Sweden meet 
the French did very well In (he 
sprints, Andre Mourlon and Jean Ver- 
quin, both of France, finishing first 
and second In the 100 meters. Mour- 
lon ti med In 10 4-E seconds. 

Cerbonney, the revelation of I ho 
games, a slim French youth of 10, 
carried off the 200 meters In 22 1-6 in 
f.rort of Kngdahl and Branllng, 

The French also won the 400 meters 
relay. Andre Mourlon, Rene Mourlon, 
Hillimanii and Lorrain, negotiating 
the distance in 42 2-C seconds, break- 
ing the French record of 42 4-6 which 
had stood since. 132 J. 

In the longer distance*, 400, M0, 
1,1,00, fi.OOO and 10,000 meters, the 
Jiwedea were supreme.. 

.France also was outclassed In the 
field events and the shol, discus and 
javelin throw. I.ewden won ;,he only 
field event that went to France, the 
high Jump, with a mark of J. 30 
meters.

Boils nre common affliction 5 , whose 
Importance varies according to their 
frequency, location, size and character, 
noils are Infections; they represent 
the effects of a struggle between mi- 
crobes that have gotten in under the 
skin and the white cells of the blood, 
which have been summoned to fight 
them. Pus Is the battlefield population 
representing both enemy and defender, 
and parts nf the (Issue destroyed. 

The skin of every person carries a 

• 

multitude of germs, the majority of 
which are incapable of penetrating the 
hard, "horny" layers that tiro termed 
the epidermis. Occasionally, however, 
through friction, as in the case of stiff 
collars rubbing the. neck, or slight skin 
tiliriislims, or sometimes, without evi- 
dent path, the germs of Hie skin break 
through and gel In under nnd Into Ihe 
cnnnoiîlivfl tissue which .loins the skin 
In Ihe underlying tissues. There they 
start their mischief, anil in lime Ihe 
boil resulifi. 

When ihe germs gel In under Ihe 
skin, the body Immediately responds 
10 the ntlncld and this response Is 
characterized by pain, boat, redden- 
ing nnd swelling. These are symp- 
toms nf activity, In simple language, 
H menus that a Inrper supply of 
blood Is brought to the area, which 
produces ihe congest Inn, heat, swell- 
ing, nnd lejision upon the surrounding 
lUsiies. 

The body rights the Invading or- 
ganism In a number of ways, but 
chief mining these Is Ilio phenomenon 
called "lencor.yinnln". This phenom- 
enon wns desnrlhod by Me.lchnlkof f, 
and his description reads lllm nn old 
saga In which Hie stories of Ilio Inn vo 
warriors air told in fitting manner. 
(A drop of pus under Ilio microscope 
shown the hn I tin royal). Tito white 
cells of the blond literally eat mi Iho 
m i e, r n h es. Not Inrroqusnlly, Iho 
while cnlln arc. final roved by the In- 
posted enemy. Often loo. the white 
cells undergo n prncnss ol setf-ilps- 
rjcal ruction, called nninlyiils, through 
which they llhornte "i-tuymes", or 
digesting In ices, which are ninnhlc, 
of dfisiioying ihe germs. 

Practically nil bolls de.ioive serious 
aiieiillnn—ospecliilly llinso located on 
Ihe neck, fnco nnd ncnlp.

quest drainage, it is important to 
keep the area around the hoil sterile. 
This can he achieved by painting the 
boil and the swelling around it with 
a diluted solution of tincture of 
iodine. When a boil breaks sponta 
ncously, the same precaution should 
he exercised. Not infrequently the 
careless and unclean handling oi a 
boil will cause others to develop in 
tho surrounding regions. 

An occasional boil may be of no 
significance, but frequent boils de 
inand serious attention. Boils some- 
times serve as notice of the existence 
of other diseases, as for example 
diabetes. In any case. It is best to 
"play safe" and to secure medical at 
tentlon for each and every boll 
Sometimes boils are effectively treat- 
ed by vaccines, and this Incidentally 
explains part of the truth of the old 
superstition that one must have a 
rrop of bolls before one recovers.
